Miss Steinem has been active in the 
political campaigns of Adlai Stevenson, 
John Kennedy and George McGovern 
She was one of the organizers of Writers 
and Editors Against the War in Vietnam 


and the boycott and fund-raising support 
for Cesar Chavez and the United Farm 
Workers. Recently she was appointed to 
the Democratic Policy Council of the 
Democratic National 
Committee. Florence Kennedy, a New 
York attorney, is a well-known backer of 
civil rights, consumerism and Women’s 
Lib. She was one of eight women 
featured in Life Magazine's recent issue 
devoted to the Women’s Liberation 
Movement 

The afternoon session is open to the 
public free of charge. Miss Steinem and 
Miss Kennedy will also be guests at the 
Women’s Liberation class taught this 
evening by Joan Wilson and Kirsten

ASSSC Senate adopts 


evaluation proposal 


The Student Senate yesterday 
afternoon adopted a set of general 
recommendations for a faculty evaluation 
program. The proposal, now referred to 
the Academic Senate for further study 
and drafting of specific provisions 
towards implementation was submitted 
to the senate by Academic Affairs 
co-ordinator Mike Neubert. 

The general guidlelines submitted in the 
proposal are a culmination of several 
months work by a number of students in 
the ASSSC and represents a compilation 
of similar such programs at several leading 
universities throughout the nation. 

The Hornet here reprints the proposal as 
passed by the Student Senate: 

The major objective of such a program 
should be to contribute to the 
improvement of teaching at the college 
by characterizing effective performance 
and providing a satisfactory basis for the 
evaluation of teaching. The general 
objective is to enable the Academic 
Senate to provide guidance and incentive 
that can help to improve teaching. 

One major aim is to identify and 
describe effective teaching so that 
instructors can be helped to improve, and 
so that the much neglected field of 
preparing graduate students for the 
teaching function of academic life my be 
benefited 

The other major aim is to find more 
valid, reliable, and effective means of 
incorporating the evaluation of teaching 
nto advancement procedures. This is the 

nost important single requirement for 

Rhe improvement of teaching. The 
incentive thereby provided will encourage 


instructors to devote the study, time, and 
effort necessary to do their best, and the 
stature of teaching will increase. 
GENERAL RECOMMENDATIONS 

1) The faculty, students, and 
administration of Sacramento State 
College support in principle the regular 
use of student evaluations of teaching for 
the benefit of individual instructors, 
students and advancement procedures. 

2) Ratings and campus norms (and 
departmental or subject area norms if 
appropriate) should be made accessible to 
the entire academic community. 
Academic Freedom should not be 
interpreted as granting to a professor 
immunity from orderly and responsible 
appraisal of his competence in so major 
an area of his professional activity as 
teaching. Evaluation of a scholar’s 
teaching, like his research and artistic and 
literary works, should be accessible for 
use by those directly concerned. 

3) Policies and procedures relative to the 
collection and processing of student 
evaluations of teaching should b 
established by the Academic Affairs 
Committee of the Academic Senate and 
the Student Academic Affairs 
Committee, in consultation, subject to 
review by their respective parent bodies 
4) The Academic Senate requests the 
Vice President for Academic Affairs to 
establish an Office for the Evaluation of 
Teaching, to be completely staffed and 
adequately funded to direct the 
distribution and processing of evaluation 
forms. (This job is to big and important 
to he performed in an entirely 
satisfactory manner by committees of

the faculty or student body.) 
Ultimately the Office might also 
contribute to the improvement of 
teaching in other ways (research on the 
evaluation of teaching, video tape service 
for self-evaluation, reference, 
consultations, seminars, etc.) 

5) First priortiy should be given to the 
wide use of a short evaluation form 
(about 15 items); second priorty should 
be given to the occasional substitution, at 
the instructor’s request, of a form of 
medium length (about 50 items) and 
third priority should be given to a long 
evaluation form to be used, at the 
instructor’s request, as a supplement to 
the other forms 
6) Student evaluations of teaching 
should be used to supplement, but not to 
substitute for, other kinds of evaluations 
All available valid evidence should be 
used in making judgements about 
teaching relative to academic 
advancement. Department chairmar 
should be encouraged to report any 
mitigating circumstances in relation to 
student evaluations

Projections

Every year the American film industry grinds out about 60 frothy 
comedies, 9 musicals, 100 dramas and a couple of tragedies. 
Throughout the year many film-critics trudge to the screenings and 
wearily report, “The greatest film of the year”, “one of the year’s ten 
best”, “Acting is first rate”; and hundreds of other well-worn phrases a 
reviewer receives when he gets his column. Yet at each year’s close the 
number of truly memorable films is a pitiful few. When was the last 
time you drove ten miles across town to see a re-release of “Pillow 
Talk” or “Star”? 

For most films, the true worth doesn’t show itself until years after its 
release. By then the publicity has died down and the film is left to be 
evaluated on its own merits. A few films, however, achieve a lasting 
excellence on the date of its premiere. One of these films is “Joe”. The 
film does not have what you might call a monumental story; it concerns 
the murder of a young dopg-pusher and the lives of those affected by it. 
The director, John G. Avildsen, is unknown to most of the public and 
the cast is more familiar to television commercials than to 
motion-pictures. 

The gteatness of the film comes from its portrait of the mental and 
physical breakdown of the American society as seen through the eyes of 
one man, Joe Curran. Writer Norman Wexler has taken the language of 
today’s culture and created a script that is hilarious without jokes and 
terrifying in its execution. Director Avildsen takes Wexler’s words and 
gives them the visual power they require. The result is a film of 
powerful emotions and stinging reality. The rhythm is right in the 
middie of the beat. There are no loose ends, every aspect of the 
production adds to the film on a synergistic level. The result gives the 
American film audience a rare look at themselves, but more than this. it 
gives an acting performance of award winning quality 

One of the greatest acting jobs of recent years is turned by veteran 
television actor Peter Boyle as Joe Curran. Joe is an $11,000 a year 
furnace worker who likes to bowl, hunt, drink, and hate. He hates the 
blacks, he hates the new music, he hates the liberals, but most of all he 
hates the kids. “Hippies . . I'd like to kill one”: Joe says this, Joe does 
it 

Above all Joe is an American and he doesn’t like the new shape of 
things. Joe remembers the virtues of his generation, born of tradition. 
pride and an occasional war. When Joe talks it’s from his gut. His 
language is of the working man, raucas and often dirty. Yet it is 
wonderfully dirty, and in many ways, very refreshing to hear. Boyle's 
portrayal of the ‘Everyman’ of the seventies is rich and vibrant but 
underneath that facade is the sense of useless violence born of 
frustration. Most of what makes Joe tick is shown on Boyle's face. It’s a 
face that reflects the hatred and desperation born of a decade that has 
taken once secure ideals and found them badly flawed. Watch his face. 
you might even see yourself in there. 

In opposition to Joe’s vulgar life is B™! Compton, ably played by more 
familiar Dennis Patrick. Patrick portrays a $60,000 a year advertising 
man and murderer who finds himself with the situation of having his 
crime known by another man. Patrick does a convincing job with his 
part and gives an accurate picture of a terrified man who has run out of 
directions to move. 

The wives of these two men are as different as are their husbands. K. 
Callen is Joe’s wife Mary-Lou. She plays her role with gusto. Her 
make-up is spotty. Her language is inane and her habits are marvelously 
pedestrian. The antithesis of Mary-Lou is Joan Compton, played 
excellently by Audrey Caire. Her make-up is smooth and blended 
perfectly. Her language is Vasser and her habits are just short of 
aristocratic. 

Rounding out the cast are Susan Sanander and Pat MacDermott. Miss 
Sanander is Bill Compton's daughter Melissa. Melissa is a spoiled 
child-woman, whose need to be loved has taken her on a one-way trip 
to despair. Her character is both pathetic and foolish; Miss Sanander 
does credit to the role. 

Pat MacDermott as Frank, the dope-peddling “hippie’’, is convincing 
and realistic. He plays the part with an approach that is all too familiar: 
his opening scene is excellent. 

“Joe” is a film that should be seen by everyone. It just might wake up 
a lot of people to what is happening to the opposition when isolation 
occurrs. An isolation of ideas, where all sides of questions find no ears 
and mésunderstanding results. One thing is certain, if something isn’t 
done soon we might find ourselves with a whole nation of Joe's; and 
that we do not need
